100 Killed; 500 Injured 


When Plant Blows Up 


Nearly 100 persons, mostly girls, were 


reported killed and 500 were injured in 
three explosions which wrecked 
the 


shrapnel factory of the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive works at Eddystone on Tuesday 
morning at 10 o'clock. The plant wag 
manufacturing shells for the Russian gov- 
ernment. Practically every building of 
the entire plant was damaged. Nine 
buildings with machinery worth millions 
of dollars were completely shattered. The 
cause of the explosions is being investigat- 
ed by the Department of Justice. Many 
of the killed were blown to atoms.

U. S. AT 


WAR WITH 


GERMANY 


President Calls Na- 


tion to Arms. 


The United States is actually at war 


with Germany. 


The momentous declaration which 


passed the Oenate Wednesday and the 
house Friday was signed by President 
Wilson. 


Immediately afterward the presld3iit 


signed a proclaruatio:; formally declar- 
ing a state of war between the two na- 
tions. 
The proclamation calls upon 


American citizens to give support to 
all measures of tho government. 


With the signing of the declaration 


all the naval militia and naval re- 
serves of the nation were called to the 
colors. 


Later orders were issued mobilizing 


the navy, including the regular estab- 
lishment. The naval reserve, the na- 
val militia and the newly organized 
power beat coast patrol. 


The signature to the war resolution 


of the chiei executive constituted for- 
mal recognition of the war which Ger- 
many has been making upon the Unit- 
ed States for many months. 


It also announced to the world tho 


determination of America to take up 
what the president characterized in 
his address to congress as Germany's 
challenge to all the world, her war 
against humanity. 


President 
Wilson's 
proclamation 


calling the nation to war follows 


Whereas, Tho congress of the Unit- 


ed StatLM in the extrcisj ot tho consti- 
tutional authority vested in them have 
resolved 
by joint resolution of the 
senate and house of representatives 
bearing rlf.te this day, that the state 
ot war between the United States and 
the 
imperial 
German government 


which has been thrust upon tho Unit- 
ed States is hereby formally declared: 
Whereas, It is provided by sect ou 


4067 ot tho revised statutes, as fal- 
lows : 
"Whenever there is declared a wax 
between the United States and any 
(oreign nation or government. 0r any 
invasion or predatory incursion is per- 
petrated, 
attempted 
or 
threatened 
against the territory of the United 
States by any foreign nation or gov- 
ernment, and the president makes pub- 
lie proclamation of tho event, all na- 
tives, citizens, denizens or subjects ol 
the hostile nation or government being 
availed of the age of fourteen years 
and upwards, who shall be within the 
United States, and not actually natur- 
alized, shall be liable to be apprehend- 
ed, restrained, secured and removed, 
as the alien enemies." 
The president is authorized in any 
event, by his proclamation thereof or 
any public acts, to direct the conduct 
to be observed on the part of the Unit- 
ed States toward the aliens who be- 
come so liable, the manner and the de- 
gree of the restraint to which they 
shall be subject, and in what rases, 
and upon what security their residence 
shall be permitted, and to provide tor 
the removal of those who, not being 
permitted to reside within the United 
States, refuse or neglect to depart 
therctrom; and to establish any other 
regulations which are found necessary 
in the premises and for the public 
safety. 
Whereas, by sections 40C8, 4069 and 
4070 of the revised statutes, further 
provision is made relative 
to 
alien 
enemies: 


Now, 
therefore, I, Wocdrow Wilson 
president 
of 
the 
United States of 
America, do hereby proclaim to all 
whom it may -concern tnat a state of 
war exists between th« United States 
and the imperial German government; 
and I do specifically direct all officers, 
civil or military, of the United States 
that they exercise vigilance and zeal 
in the discharge of the duties incident 
to such a state of war; and 1 do, more- 
over, earnestly appeal to all American 
citizens that they, in loyal devotion 
to their country, dedicated from its 
foundation to tlie principles of liberty 
and justice, uphold the laws of the 
land and give undivided and w.dling 
support to those measures which may 
be adopted by the constitutional au- 
thorities in prosecuting the war to a 
successful issue and m obtaining a 
secure and just peace; 


Rules for Conduct of Alien Enemy. 
And acting under and by virtue cf 
the authority invested in me by the 
constitution of the United States and 
the said sections of the revised statu- 
tes, I do hereby further proclaim and 
direct that the conduct to be observed 
on the part of the United States to- 
ward all natives, citizens, denizens, or 
subjects of Germany, being males of 
the age of fourteen years and upwards 
who for the purpose of this proclama- 
tion and under such sections of the 
revised statutes are termed alien ene- 
mies, shall be as follows: 
Allen enemies are enjoined to pre- 
serve the peace toward the Unitei 
States and to refrain 
from crime 
against the public safety and from 
violating the laws of the united States 
and of the state and territories there- 
of, and to refrain from actual hostili- 
ty or giving information, aid or com- 
fort to tlie enemies of the United 
States, and to comply strictly with the 
regulations which are hereby or which 
may be from time to time promu'gat- 
ed by the president; and so long a? 
they shall conduct themselves in ac- 
cordance with law, they »aaH be un- 
disturbed in the peaceful pursuit of 
their lives and occupations and be ac- 
corded the consideration due to all 
peaceful and law-biding persons, ex- 
cept BO far as restrictions may be 
necessary for their own protection and 
for the safety of the united States; 
And toward inch alien enemies as 


conduct 
themselves 
In 
accordance 
with law, aJl citizens of the United 
States are enjoined to preserve the 
peace and to treat them with a1.! such 
friendliness 
as

An alien enemy shall not 
have iu his possession at any time or 
place, or use or operate any ai craft 
or wireless apparatus, or form any sig- 
naling device, or any foim of cipher 
code, or any paper, document or bock 
written or printer! in cipher or in 
which there may be invisible printing.

All property found in the 
possession of an alien enemy iu vio- 
lation 
of the 
foregoing regulations 
shaJl be subject to seizure by the Unit- 
ed Statrs; 
Fourth. 
An alien enemy shall not 
approach or be found within one-hall 
mile of any federal 
or state fort, 
camp, arsenal, aircraft station, gov- 
ernment or naval vessel, navv yard, 
factory, or workshop for the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war. or cf any pro- 
ducts for the use of the army or navy; 
Sixth. 
An alien enemy shall not 
write, print or publish anv attack or 
threats against

government, or 
congress of the United States cr either 
branch thereof, or against the meas- 
ures or policy of the United States 
or against the person or proper, y of 
any person in the miJitarv. naval or 
civil service of the United States, or 
of the state or territories, or ot the 
District of Columbia, or of the mu- 
nicipal governments therein. 
Seventh. An alien enemy shall not 
commit or abet any nostlle act aga'nst 
the United States, or give information, 
aid or com tort to its enemies.

•which the president may from time to 
time designate by executive order as 
prohibited area in which residence by 
an alien enemy shalil be found by him 
to constitute a danger to the public 
peace and safety of the United States, 
except by permit from the president 
and except under such limitations or 
restrictions as the president may pre- 
scribed;

An alien enemy whom the 
president shall have reasonable cause 
to believe to be aiding or about to aid 
the enemy, or to be at large to the

marshal, or his deputy, or such other 
officer as the president shall des'gnate.

This proclamation and the regula- 
tions herein contained shall extend 
and apply to all land and water, con- 
tinental or insular, in any way wi h'n 
the jurisdiction of the United States.

When P lant Blows Up 
Nearly 100 persons, mostly girls, wore 
reported killed and 500 were injured in 
three explosions which wrecked 
the 
shrapnel factory 
the Baldwin Locomo­ 
tive works at Eddystone on Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’clock. The plant was 
manufacturing shells for the Russian gov­ 
ernment 
Practically every building of 
the entire plant was damaged. 
Nine 
buildings with machinery worth millions 
of dollars were completely shattered. The 
cause of the explosions is being investigat­ 
ed by the Department of Justice. 
Many 
of the killed were blown to atoms.

U. S. AT 
WAR WITH 
GERMANY 


President Calls Na­ 
tion to Arms. 


The United States is actually at war 
with Germany. 
The momentous declaration which 
passed the senate Wednesday and the 
house Friday was signed by President 
Wilson. 
Immediately afterward the pres*d?nt 
signed u proclamation formally d< d a r­ 
ing a state of war between the two na­ 
tions. 
The proclamation calls upon 
American citizens to give support to 
all measures of tho government. 
With tho signing of tho declaration 
all the naval militia and naval re­ 
serves of the nation were called to tho 
colors. 
Later orders were issued mobilizing 
the navy, including the regular estab­ 
lishment. 
The naval reserve, the na­ 
val militia and the newly organized 
power beat coast patrol. 
Tho signature to the war resolution 
of the chief executive constituted for­ 
mal recognition of the war which Ger­ 
many has been making upon the Unit­ 
ed States for many months. 
It also announced to tho world tho 
determination of America to take up 
what the president characterized in 
his address to congress as Germany’s 
challenge to all the world, her war 
against humanity. 
President 
Wilson’s 
proclamation 
calling the nation to war follows 
Whereas, Tho congress of the Unit­ 
ed States in the exercise of the const!« 
tutional authority vested in them have 
resolved, by joint resolution of tho 
senate and houso of representatives 
bearing date this day, that the state 
of war between the l 'nited States and 
the 
imperial 
German 
government 
which has been thrust upon th3 Unit* 
ed States is hereby formally declared: 
Wnereas, It is provided by sect on 
4fni7 of the revised statutes, as fal­ 
low's: 
“Whenever there is declared a war 
between the Unite! States and any 
foreign nation or government or any 
invasion or predatory incursion is per* 
petrated, 
attempted 
or 
threatened 
against tho territory of the United 
States by any foreign nation or gov­ 
ernment, and the president makes pub­ 
lic proclamation of tho event, all na­ 
tives, citizens, denizens or subjects of 
the hostile nation or government being 
availed of the age of fourteen years 
and upwards, who shall be within the 
United States, and not actually natur­ 
alized, shalü be liable to be appreiiend­ 
ed, Restrained, secured and removed, 
as the alien enemies.” 
The president is authorized in any 
event, by his proclamation thereof or 
any public acts, to direct the conduct 
to be observed on the part of the Unit­ 
ed States toward the aliens who be­ 
come so liable, tne manner and the de­ 
gree of the restraint to which they 
shall bo subject, and in what rases, 
and upon what security their residence 
shall he permitted, and to provide lur 
the removal of tlioso who, not being 
permitted to reside within the United 
States, refuse or neglect to depart 
therelrom; and to establish any other 
regulations which are found necessary 
in the premises and for tho public 
safety. 
Whereas, by sections 40G8, 40G9 and 
4070 of the revised statutes, lurther 
provision is made relative 
to 
alien 
enemies: 
Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson 
president 
of 
the 
United States of 
America, do hereby proclaim to all 
whom it may concern tnat a state of 
war exists between ths United States 
and the Imperial German government; 
and I do specifically direct all olfleers, 
civil or military, of the United States 
that they exercise vigilance and z*ja 1 
in the discharge of the duties incident 
to such a state of war; and 1 do, mure- 
over, earnestly appeal to all American 
citizens that they, in L yal devotion 
to their country, dedicated from its 
foundation to the principles of liberty 
and justice, uphold tnq laws of the 
land and give undivided and w.illii,g 
support to those measures whicn may 
be adopted by the constitutional au­ 
thorities in prosecuting the war to a 
successful issue and In obtaining a 
secure and just peace; 


Rules for Conduct of Alien Enemy. 
And acting under and by virtue cf 
tho authority invested in me by the 
constitution of the United States and 
the said sections of the revised statu­ 
tes, I do hereby further proclaim and 
direct that tne conduct to be observed 
on the part of the United States to­ 
ward all natives, citizens, denizens, or 
subjects of Germany, being males of 
the age of fourteen years and upwards, 
who for the purpose of this prociama 
tion and under such sections of tie 
revised statutes are termed alien ene­ 
mies. shall be as follows: 
Alien enemies are enjoined to pre- 
serve the peace toward the U n n e< 
States 
and 
to 
retrain 
from crm e 
against the public safety and in in 
violating the laws of the United States 
and of the state and territories there 
of, and to rtfrain from aitual ho-itl- 
ty or giving information, aid or com­ 
fort 
to 
the 
enemies of the United 
States, and to comply strictly wiih the 
regulations which are hereby or wh ch 
may be from time to time promu gjt- 
ed by the president: and so long a? 
they shall conduct themselves in ac­ 
cordance with law, tfcey s aid be un­ 
disturbed in the peaceful pursuit of 
their lives and occupations and be ac­ 
corded the consideration due to all 
peaceful and law abiding persons, ex­ 
cept so far as restrictions may b- 
necessary for their own protection and 
for the safety of the United States; 
And toward such alien entnues as

No alien enemy shall depart 
from tho United States until he snail 
have received such permit as the presi­ 
dent shall prescribe, or excppt und^r, 
order of a court, judge or justice, un­ 
der sections 4UG9 and *1070 of the re­ 
vised statutes.

No alien enemy shall land 
in or enter the United States «'xc*pt 
under such restrictions and at such 
places as he president may proscribe; 
Eleventh. 
If necessary tj prevent 
violations

these regulations, all 
alien enemies will be nnii^ed to regis­ 
ter; 
Twelfth. 
An alien enemy whom 
there may be reasonable cause to be­ 
lieve to be aiding or about to alj tnr* 
enemy, or who may be at large to tho 
danger of the public p'iace or suety, 
or who violates or attempts to v olate, 
or of whom there is reasonable ground 
to believe that he is about to vie late 
any regulations duly promulgati d by 
the president or any criminal 1 w of 
the United States, or of the states or 
territories thereof, will be subject to 
summary arrest by the United States 
marshal, or his deputy, or such other 
ofiicer as the president shall designate, 
and to confinement in such penitentia­ 
ries, prison, jail, military camp, or 
other place of detention as m jy bo 
directed by the president. 
This proclamation and the regula­ 
tions herein contained shall extend 
and apply to all land and water, c en­ 
tinen tal or insular, in any way wi h n 
the jurisdiction of the United S*atos.

Cause Average Loss of $25,000,000 and 


Seventy Lives Every Year in the

Soak three cupfuls of kidney beans 
over night; in the morning parboil 
with four large onions. Put Into the 
bean pot with a pint of stewed toma- 
toes, a third of a teasponful of pepper, 
a tablespoonful each of sugar and salt 
and a half pound of salt pork. 
Bury 


the beans in the pork and add just 
enough water to cover the beans. Bake 
about five hours in a moderate oven. 
If the onions are not liked, they may 
be omitted and a teaspoonful of mus- 
tard added to the sugar and salt to 
season.

for the salt pork use a cupful or less 
of olive oil, baking them as.above. 


Club Salad.—Take one and a half 


cupfuls of chicken (cold roasted), 12 
slices of cooked bacon, three tomatoes ' 
and lettuce. Arrange the lettuce on 
Individual plates, place on this a slice 
of peeled tomato, then a little of the 
diced bacon, and a spoonful of mayon- 
naise dressing; top with some of the 
chicken, more mayonnaise and a sprig 
of parsley. Around each, spoke-fash- 
ton, place four or six tiny toast points 
for a garnish. 


Oatmeal Bread.—Pour a pint of boil- 


Ing water over a cupful of rolled oats 
and set aside until the mixture is luke 
warm; add a half cupful of molasses, 
a half yeast cake, dissolved in a little 
lukewarm water, and a cupful and a 
half of bread flour. When this is light, 
add a feaspoonful of salt and enough 
flour to make a dough stiff enough to 
handle. Let it rise until double its 
bulk, cut down and turn into greased 
tins. Let rise again and bake three- 
quarters of an hour. This makes two 
loaves.

The potato recently has beon the 
most advertised vegetable we have. 
Its consumption far exceeds any other 
vegetable made up of a large propor­ 
tion of starch. 
Let us consider the 
claims of the potato to the high dignity 
that has suddenly boon thrust upon it. 
The’ human digestive system is lim­ 
ited in its power to digest properly 
large quantities of starch. Americans 
have made general use of starchy 
foods, and this practice is playing its 
part in chocking the natural growth 
of our people, both in mind and in 
body. 
The excessive eutLng of potatoes, so 
often taken at a ureal simply as a mat­ 
ter of habit when there are other 
starchy foods and sugar in the ineal 
to supply the sum* want, causes a 
1 catarrhal condition of the digestive 
system, thereby preventing the normal 
working of the glands of digestion. 
Gradually a diseased condition of the 
organs of digestion results and this 
prevents nature’s process of preparing 
food for assimilation. 
Consequently 
the system has to absorb the waste 
products and a gradual starvation and 
poisoning is the result. *Phe catarrhal 
patient, in addition, gradually loses re­ 
sistance to germ diseases. 
From babyhood and childhood up, 
we Americans indulge in an excess of 
starchy foods. A well-rounded diet de­ 
mands starch along with moat and fat, 
of course, but we indulge in an excess 
of starch and the habit often continues 
through adult life. 
Raw potatoes contain about SO per 
cent of water, and in skinning and 
eying we lose on an average about 10 
per cent of the raw potato.

What does this suggest with the po­ 
tato in the limelight and its cost out of 
all proportion to Its real value? 
The 
answer is that its use can not only be 
cut down to a normal proportion of the 
diet for those who like its taste, but 
it can bfc entirely replaced by other 
foodstuffs which would supply starch 
in even greater quantities. 
Potatoes have 18 parts to the 100 
of starch and sugar (carbohydrates) ; 
jellies and marmalades, 60 to 90 parts; 
rice, 79; buckwheat and barley, 77; 
hominy, 7G; cracked wheat, 75; maca­ 
roni and spaghetti, 74; raisins, 68; 
oatmeal, 67; toast, 60; beans, 60; 
bread, 50 to 60; chocolate, 30; canned 
peas, 9; dried peas, 62. 
In raisins the carbohydrates are 
mostly of the soluble variety known as 
sugars. 
In all the other foods men­ 
tioned the carbohydrates present are 
mainly starch.

MIRAGE LURES SHIP 
TO HER DESTRUCTION 


Destroys Calculations of Naviga­ 
tion and Lands Bewildered 
Captain and Crew Ashore. 


San Francisco.—A mirage lured the 
American schooner Kona of this city, 
to its destruction on Kangaroo island, 
south of Australia, early In February, 
according to 
a 
cablegram 
received 
from Capt. A. Hansen, master of the 
craft. 
A shore line sometimes visible and 
sometimes invisible; 
headlands that

So they sailed in 
a wide zigzag and the eastern shore 
was always just on the horizon while 
the western shore behaved as normal­ 
ly, disappearing and reappearing as 
the ship altered its course. 
So the 
navigators decided that the easterly 
land was a mirage. 
But later the mi­ 
rage became a reality and near the 
entrance of the gulf the vessel went 
on the beach of Kangaroo island. 
The Marston saw the mirage, but 
avoided disaster.

Z. P. Hotchkiss, adjutant of Phil 
8 heridan post G. A* R. of Oak Park, 
III., tells tho following experience 
with a government mule. As an army 
telegrapher Mr. Hotchkiss was 
a t 
tachod to tho staff of General Cauby 
in tho final Mobile campaign. 
‘«Tho entire outfit for tho construo 
tion of the army telegraph lines,” says 
Mr. Hotchkiss, “was carriod on the 
backs of forty pack mules. A ooil of 
half a mile of wire hung upon each 
side of the saddle. 
“There wsre six young operators, 
on« from each corps, mounted on 
horses. 
To these boys had been in« 
trusted the government cipher and 
knowledge of the advance movement 
of tho troops. These secrets wera safe, 
as none of the young fellows ever be­ 
trayed a trust. 
"For the Mobile campaign the mules 
were drilled in the streets of New 
Orleans to follow the lead of tho mule­ 
teer or tho horse of the chief opera­ 
tor. 
“One day, while following in the 
roar of the army up the peninsula< 
from Dauphine island, the entire train 
was trailing along in the roar of the 
chief operator, who knew nothing 
about ocean tides. 
The reel mule, 
‘Old Tobe/ from whoso back was un­ 
coiled the wire, was in advance and 
followed his leader into an arm of the 
Gulf ot Mexico. The operator's hor^e 
was soon beyond his depth and was 
swimming for shoal water when it was 
seen that ‘Old Tobe* had sunk beneath 
his heavy load. 
The muleteer swam 
his horse to where the reel mule had 
gone down, and after diving twice, 
came up gasping for breath. 
u 'The fool crittor is walking toward 
the Spanish fort,* he said, ‘but 1*11 get 
him this time, sure.* 
He dove again, 
and with his clasp knife cut the belly- 
band of the submerged mule and rid 
the animal of his load. 
‘Old Tobe* 
floated to the surface, shook the water 
from his ears, was towed ashore, 
pumped out, and a few hours later was 
again making the march for Pish river. 
Save for dragging a little, he showed 
little sign of his experience; but he 
had been under water long enough tc 
have killed anything but a government 
mule."

critical 
investigation. 
The 
limita­ 
tions of the practical aspects of eu­ 
genics must be clearly formulated and 
emphasized. 
It is well enough to 
maintain in a general way that vital­ 
ity is partly inherited and partly ac­ 
quired, and that "a sound physical and 
mental inheritance is a greater asset 
than the inheritance of extraneous ad­ 
vantages like wealth.*’ 
Many individ­ 
uals, however, have assumed that the 
new science is primarily intended to 
foster a scheme of general govern­ 
mental interference with marriage. As 
a matter of fact, tho most earnest stu­ 
dents of tho subject have at best 
hoped to promote the gradual estab­ 
lishment of standards In public opin* 
ion.

Heat three cupfuls of milk to the 


boiling point, add gradually two table- 
spoonfuls of oorustarch, mixed with a 
little of the cold milk. When thickened, 
allow it to cool, then stir in two well- 
beaten eggs, mixed with three table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Simmer a few min- 
utes and turn into a dish. Cover the 
top with the whites of the eggs, beaten 
to a stilt froth. 1'lace in "a slow oven 
and brown lightly. When cold dot with 
bits of jelly.

Senate Passes Spy Bill. 
The administration bill imposing z 
penalty of thirty years’ imprisonruen: 
on any person who destroys war ma 
terial in ,the United States in time o: 
war, was passed by tho senate Jn five 
minutes without debate. 


The bill that requires County Commis­ 
sioners to contribute to the expense of 
erection of headstones at the graves of 
Civil war soldiers or their widows, intro­ 
duced by Senator Beales, passed that 
body finally on Wednesday. Mr. Beales' 
original bill provided for the payment of 
$15, but an amendment by Senator Kline 
raised that amount to $25, regardless of 
how much additional may be spent by 
others. 
Acting on orders from James if. Reaver, 
the owner of the property, Sheriff Hart­ 
man and two deputies, on Tuesday moved 
the furniture of Robt II. Smith from a 
dwelling house in Gettysburg onto the 
pavement. The goods were later stored 
in another house.
